New York, Nov. 22.— F u tu re ex-pres­ 
idents of the U nited S ta te s are to be 
pensioned in th e sum of $25,000 each 
annually by action of th e Carnegie 
corporation of New York. 
T he g ra n t is provided for with the 
Idea of enabling form er executives ol 
the 
nation to 
devote th e ir 
unique 
know ledge gained in public affairs to 
the public good, free from pecuniary 
care. 
A sim ilar am ount is to be paid wid­ 
ows of form er presidents as long as 
they rem ain unm arried. 
The pensions are to be prom ptly of­ 
fered to the form er presiden ts or their 
widows, so th a t no application will be 
required from them. 
P ay m en t is to be 
continued so long as the recipients 
“rem ain unprovided for by tho gov­ 
e rn m e n t.” 
T he official ann ou ncem ent covering 
the m a tte r of pensions for form er pres­ 
idents and their widows follows: 
“Provision has been m ade through 
this corporation for a pension for each 
future ex-president or his widow un­ 
m arried of $25,GOU per year as long as 
these rem ain unprovided for by the 
nation, th at they may be able to spend 
the latter part of th eir lives devoting 
their unique know ledge gained of pub­ 
lic affairs to th e public good, free from 
pecuniary cares. 
T hese pensions will 
be prom ptly offered to th e ex presi­ 
dents or th eir widows, so th a t no ap­ 
plication will be required from them .” 
The ann ou ncem en t followed the sec- j 
ond annual m eeting of the corporation, 
held at the residence of A ndrew Car­ 
negie here, and was atten d ed by the 
corporation's eight trustees. 


Prominent Men Trustees.

“A total of $125,000,000 in securities 
has thu s far been tra n sfe rre d to the 
corporation, which will c arry on the 
various w orks in which Mr. C arnegie 
has been engaged and such oth ers as 
he may from tim e to tim e th in k it ad­

“ H e also told me to fix up some 
kind of a suitcase with a bomb in it 
so th at it would explode w hen any­ 
body opened it. 
He w anted it fixed

OLEOMARGARINE TAX 


Democrats Plan to Reduce Rate 


From IO to 2 Gents. 


W ashington. Nov. 22.— The law’ Im­ 
posing a tax of lo cen ts a pound on 
oleom argarine m ad e in im itation of 
b u tter will be repealed a t the coming 
regular session or the special session 
of congress to be called in April by 
President W ilson. 
The D em ocrats are 
com m itted to the repeal of this statute. 
R ep resen tative 
Lamb 
ot 
Virginia, 
chairm an 
of the 
house 
agricultural 
com m ittee, announced that the com ­ 
m ittee would m eet Dec. 4 to consider 
th e repeal bills. 
T he m easure th a t will doubtless be 
reported by the com m ittee Is th e one 
Introduced by R epresentative L ever of 
South 
Carolina. 
This bill 
provides 
th a t a tax of 2 cen ts a pound shall be 
levied on oleom argarine, both colored 
and uncolored, instead of 2 c en ts a 
pound on uncolored and IO c en ts a 
pound on colored, as provided by the 
existing law. 
T h e bill provides that 
colored oleom argarine shall 
be sold 
in original packages, each package as 
well as the product itself to bear the 
word “oleo.” 
In the opinion of th e D em ocratic 
leaders the g o vernm ent’s only duty is 
to see to It th at th e consum er knows 
precisely w hat he is purchasing. The 
charge is m ade th a t the IO cent tax 
on colored oleom argarine was levied 
as a m eans of protecting the dairym en 
to th e disadvantage of the m a k e r of 
oleom argarine.

MACKENZIE PREPARES PROGEAM 
SHORTENS CU YUN A RANGE LINE 


Will Run From the Range Past the 
Steel Plant to big Furnaces on 
St. Louis River 


Plans have been completed by the 
.Soo line, says the Superior Telegram, 
for direct connection with the new 
steel plant which is under construc­ 
tion for the United States Steel cor­ 
poration, on the St. Louis river. 
Application has been filed with the 
Minnesota authorities for the s ta rt­ 
ing of condemnation proceedings for 
the construction of a line running 
from the westerly end of the N orth­ 
ern Pacific's Grassy Point bridge, 
along the Minnesota side of the St. 
Louis river, past the steel plant and 
on to a point near Lawler, Minn. 
Surveys have been completed by the 
Soo for the construction of a line 
from the end of its present tracks at 
the passenger station at Ogden av­ 
en u e and W inter street west to the 
easterly 
end of the Grassy 
Point 
bridge. 
This is the route which the Wis­ 
consin Central proposed to follow in 
en terin g Duluth, prior to the time it 
was acquired by the Soo Line. 
The 
Soo has already arranged for a line 
from Duluth proper to West Duluth. 


The construction of the new line 
from Superior to Lawler, past the 
steel plant, will give the Soo a short 
line from the Cuyuna iron range to 
the big furnaces on the St. Louis riv­ 
er, which will be large users of the 
low grade Cuyuna range ore when 
they are placed in operation. 
It is 
generally understood that one of the 
things taken into consideration by 
the steel corporation in erecting the 
steel plant near Superior and Duluth 
was the fact that the cheap low grade 
ore from the Mesaba and Cuyuna 
ranges could be used in the m a n u f a c - : 
lure of steel, a t a profit, while It ■ 
could not be done at the eastern f u r - 1 
naces.
